A fatal stabbing, a motiveless shooting; a murder 
suspect held for the grand jury and the hearing of a con- 
troversial Kahiki figure, were some of the recent violent 
events surfacing this week. 

One of this week's fatalities was a 44 year old man ap- 
parently stabbed to death by his common law wife 
during the early morning hours last Saturday. 

The victim was Willie Hugh Crockett, 348 Wiiber Ave. 

Arrested and charged with his death was his common 
law- wife, Dorothy ite, 33: She is being held in the 
Women's Workhouse for a preliminary hearing Sept. 4 at 
1:30 p.m, in Municipal Court. Bond ‘is. set at $5000. 

According to homicide detectives, White and Crockett 
had been drinking heavily. throughout the day. During a 
amet squabble, Crockett began striking the woman in 
t ace, 


When Crockett refused to stop, White reached for a 
butcher knife and stabbed him several times. He suffered 
multiple stab wounds inthe chest, right shoulder, right 


hand, arm and leg, . 

Crockett dead on arrival at Doctors 
Hospital North.

Bradley had fallen asleep on the couch. when a man 
sneaked into the kitchen and shot him. Bradley could 
not identify his assailant, but police theorize that the 
assailant was possibly an armed burglar or someone 
who knew Bradley or Ms. Terry’s work schedule. 

Because Terry works during the early morning hours, 
Bradley frequently stops in to check on her children, 
None of Terry's children were harmed, police said.

Dixie Justice--Updated 


A jury of her rs, sitting in North 
Carolina, last w deliberated onty briefly 
before rendering a “not guilty” verdict in 
the trial of a black woman, one Joan Little, 
accused of killing a white jailer, who, 
judging from the preponderance of 
evidence, had attempted to rape her in her 
jail cell. 

As a consequence, Joan Little, whose 
only claim to either fame or notoriety 
before her trial, was that of a selfcon- 
fessed participant in a burglary, has now 
become a sort of black folk heroine, with a 
variety of individuals, organizations, and 
“causes' claiming credit for this rather 
historic demonstration of a remarkable 
change in the dispensation of justice for 
blacks south of the Mason & Dixon line. 

Women libbers who claim the Joan Lit- 
tle case represents a landmark in the civil 
nants of women, black and white, and cer- 
tain leftist organizations who are eager to 


seize upon the body of this unfortunate pee 


woman &8 @ cause celebre, are missing 
the int of what is happening in the 
Southland today, so far as the ad- 
ministration of justice is concerned, 

If there is any real need to single out a 
particular reason why a Dixie Judge and a 
Dixie jury was now able to accord a fair 


trial to the black killer of a white attacker, 
then the Voting Rights Act of 1985 should 
be the principal nominee, 

Because of this one instrument, 
Southern blacks have been accorded 
equal opportunity to register and to vote. 
Even more importantly Southern blacks 
have been availing themselves of this 
Opportunity in more enthusiastic fashion 
than their allegedly more sophisticated 
Northern bretheren, As a consquence, 
Southern law officials have gotten the 
message, and have become super- 
senstitive to the power of the black voter 
‘in their areas, 

Not only has this power of the franchise 
resulted in the election of several 
thousand black public officials in the 
South, but it has also placed black men 
and women on Dixie juries, thus bringing 
to the forefront the constitutional right of 
the accused to be tried by a “jury of his 
rs" 

Admittedly, the State brought to the 
courtroom an extremely weak case, but 
without the growing of the power of the 
black franchise, and the presence of black 
“peers' in the jury box, Joan Little might 
never have tasted freedom again during 
her lifetime. 


A Well Deserved Tribute

buildings. The Guidelines 
Suggest thaf urban blacks 
be shown in all kinds of 
neighborhoods.

Ross continued, “We will 
get to each and every 
case.

OCRC ended fiscal year 
1974-75 with a total of 
5,607 open cases. Our 
problem is minute, Ross 
said, compared to a 98,000 
- case nationwide backlog 
faced by the U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission. A June 1974 
report by the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission stated 


that EEOC’s backlog is

And Ross said the report 
explained, “The reason for 
the backlog is that EEOC 
field staff has not been 
able to keep up with the 
rate of incoming charges.” 

Ross cites both the 
OCRC and EEOC figures 
as valid explanations for 
unavoidable case 
processing — 

“OCRC Is trying to im- 
plement methods to serve 
Ohio's citizens more 
quickly, without sacrificing 
quality work. But | bur- 
dened with our recent $2 
million budget cut, and 
resultant staff cut, things 
may get worse before they 
get better.”

New Law Decreases Marijuana Penalties

The state of Ohio will 
have, compassion , on 
marijuana smokers caught 
with less than three oun- 
ces of the drug startin 
Nov. 20. At most, small 
users will face a fine of 
$100. No criminal record 
will them for 
the rest of their lives. 

The penalties are 
retroactive and could help 
in reducing prison terms of 
users al convicted, 

However, the more 
serious aspects of the law, 

licable to drug ped- 
diers, will take effect July 
1, 1976. Mandatory jail sen- 
tences and/or fines will be 
levied by Ohio's courts af- 
ter that date. 

The law sets the dividing 
line distinguishing 
possession from trafficking 
marijuana at seven ounces. 
State Attorney...General 
William J. Brown, drafter of 
the legislation, said the jaw 
should reduce Ohio's drug 
problem to a. “nuisance,” 
and essentially shut off the 
“supply and demand” for 
druas.
